The woman, who does the same piece 
work as a man is paid

age of women who work by the day 
in emergency work and they are paid 
by the day, a fixed sum on order of 
the government which varies as they 
become more useful; 
they are not 
being so 
readily 
adapted 
to more 
general 
taJks 
which 
sometimes 
makes the man’s pay a little more. 
American women must 
be ready 
when the call comes. lier light

and 
her right 
to an equal
